RECORD OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
Held in the Junior-Senior High School Auditorium 
Millis, Massachusetts, Monday, March 12, 1962 


The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis, Massachu- 
setts was held Monday evening, March 12, 1962, in the Junior- 
Senior High School Auditorium and called to order by the Town 
Moderator, Henry E. Bogins, at 7:30 P.M. 


The following served as Voting List Inspectors: Ella Mae

SUMMARY 


The proposed amendment imposes no new taxes but gives the General 
Court the power to pass an income tax at graduated or proportioned rates and 
is a change in the constitutional limitations now in effect on the power of the 
General Court to pass tax measures. The proposed amendment would add a 
new Article to the Constitution of the Commonwealth by which full power and 
authority is granted to the General Court, in the alternative to the power and 
authority to tax incomes in the manner provided in Article XLIV of the 
Amendments to the Constitution, to impose a tax on incomes at rates which 
are proportioned or graduated according to the amount of income received, 
irrespective of the source from which it may be derived, and to grant reason- 
able exemptions, deductions and abatements. It further provides that any 
property the income of which is taxed under the provisions of the proposed

Highway Report 
During the year 1962 twenty streets received a surface treatment 


with a liquid asphalt material, totaling 23,000 gallons, and covered 
with a sand seal. 


Approximately 1,200 tons of hot top material was applied to a 
section of Union Street, Main Street and Plain Street. 
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Three hundred feet of twelve-inch drainage pipe was installed 
on Acorn Street. 


Alma Road was extended three hundred feet. 


A line striping machine was purchased with the approval of the 
1962 Town Meeting. Approximately 60,000 lineal feet of yellow 
and white lines were painted by the Highway Department. 


The Railroad Bridge on Plain Street was redecked by the New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad and was resurfaced with hot top by 
the Highway Department. 


In the year 1962 approximately fifty-seven inches of snow fell 
from eight separate storms. Twelve hundred and fifty tons of sand 
and one hundred seventy-three tons of salt were used on these 
storms. Several storms of freezing rain in the month of December 
1962 also required salting and sanding.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


The year 1962 has been rather inactive in Civil Defense. Richard 
C. Barrett, Director, resigned at the beginning of the year due to 
the pressure of outside commitments. The Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen served as titular head for the remainder of the year. 


Since all efforts this year failed to produce a Civil Defense 
Director, the Selectmen are going to make the following recom- 
mendation to be included in the warrant for the 1963 Annual 
Town Meeting. 


“To see if the Town will vote to create a Civil Defense Com- 
mission to consist of three members to serve on an annual 
basis, said commission to be appointed by the Selectmen and 
who will select one of its members as the Civil Defense 
Director, or act in any manner relating thereto.”

To the Citizens of Millis: 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits a brief 
summary of the Millis Park Department accomplishments for the 
year ending December 31, 1962. 


George W. Duhamel was re-elected for a term of three years and 
following this election Richard C. Davies was elected Chairman, 
John C. Kuschke, Secretary and George W. Duhamel, Superin- 
tendent. 


The major accomplishment this year was the resurfacing of the 
double tennis court that included a liquid asphalt seal and green

color finish. In addition, the remainder of the chain link fence pro- 
gram was completed and now surrounds a majority of the play area. 

Superintendent Duhamel conditioned the play areas and play- 
ground equipment in April for the many activities. Various organi- 
zations used the playfields including the School Department, the 
Little League and the P.T.A. We are very pleased to have the 
Park used so extensively, however, there seem to be times when 
there is not enough space for organized activities and free play 
activities. 

The Park Department sponsored a tennis instruction program. It 
not only increased the children’s beginner and advanced instruction 
but added an evening series of adult clinics that proved very suc- 
cessful. Mr. (Kelly) Karoghlanian can be accredited with the 
success of the Millis tennis instruction program for the past six 
years. Tennis is a lifelong activity, an excellent way to keep phy- 
sically fit. 

The Park Department roads bear heavy traffic and hard winters. 
Last spring the roads required patching by the Highway Depart- 
ment and we are recommending a new surface for 1900 feet of the 
park roadway for 1963. 

The School Land Committee has recommended to the School 
Committee and the Park Commission that a portion of the Park 
land lying between the Clyde Brown School and the new Junior- 
Senior High School be traded for that portion of school land that 
now accommodates the Little League park. The Park land in back 
of the Clyde Brown School would provide the School Department 
room for a school addition if needed in the future. The school- 
owned land would be more in keeping for park and play purposes. 
The Park Commission is in favor of this trade providing the School 
Committee does not construct a road directly from the Clyde Brown 
School to the High School road. We do not wish the Park sur- 
rounded by a road that would jeopardize the safety of participants.

The Elm Trees were sprayed in May for the control of Elm Bark 
Beetle, the carrier of Dutch Elm Disease. 


In July the Elm Trees were sprayed again for the control of Elm 
Leaf Beetle and other leaf eating insects. 


A scouting and testing program was completed. Thirty-five 
trees were sampled. All of these trees were found to be diseased 
and were removed. 


Spraying of Poison Ivy was also completed in July in sections of 
the town where most needed. 


All Elm wood lying on the ground should be removed as early as 
possible in the Spring and in no event later than April Ist.

Continued growth, steady advancement toward American Library 
Association goals, and state recognition of our progress in improving 
library services summarize the activities of the Millis Public Library 
in 1962. Growth in both circulation of books and in number of 
people using the library was substantial over this twelve month 
period and was due to the fact that we were open every evening 
of the week. This daily service was made possible by the grant- 
in-aid received from the State under Chapter 760, as voted at Town 
Meeting in March, for the improvement of library services. 


In working toward ALA goals for small libraries we continued to 
expand the book collection by adding a set of Collier’s Encyclopedia, 
two science encyclopedias for elementary and high school students, 
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updating the basic reference collection, and buying a goodly supply 
of the best, in our judgment, of new fiction and non-fiction on all 
age levels of reading interests. To be better informed about 
library techniques, and thus able to better serve the reading public, 
staff member Mrs. Frances Trumble spent three weeks in July at a 
library training session at the University of New Hampshire and 
Trustee Mrs. Talbot Dewey took a State Library Extension course 
in Book Selection during October and November. 


Our work with children continued the emphasis on leisure read- 
ing with story hours for pre-schoolers on fall-through-spring Satur- 
days and with the summer reading club for elementary school 
children in July and August. The theme this year was “Be an 
Astronaut — Orbit the Earth!” and more than 70 children partici- 
pated with a large number of them winning state reading certifi- 
cates. The field trip was a most interesting tour through the local 
Clicquot Club bottling plant. During National Book Week in 
November we were again privileged to play host to each class and 
faculty member of the Clyde Brown School and the Memorial 
School. We are much indebted to Miss Elizabeth Byrne for giving 
us the opportunity to acquaint each child and teacher with the 
library, its new books, and services. 


A new program initiated this fall on an experimental basis is 
taking books to shut-ins and rest homes. It is hoped with increased 
funds we can continue this much appreciated and much-needed 
service to the elderly and the ill. 


We regret to announce the resignation of Mrs. Frances Trumble, 
Assistant Librarian, who moved to Andover in the late fall. Her 
devotion to the library and her competency in a demanding job was 
a vital factor in the effectiveness of our library operations. We were 
most fortunate in obtaining as a replacement Mrs. Patricia Iseman, a 
professional librarian with ten years experience at the Boston Public 
Library. A specialist in Young People’s work, Mrs. Iseman has 
already expanded our children’s room and our advisory-reference 
service to students and adults. She is initiating special adult pro- 
grams through a reorganization of the Friends of the Library 
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group. Our staff under the expert guidance of Mrs. Patricia 
Olstead continues its excellent work and the Trustees in appreciation 
of their loyalty and efficiency wish to thank, in addition to Mrs. 
Olstead, Mrs. Trumble, Mrs. Iseman, the rest of the staff including 
Mrs. Geraldine Tirrell, Mrs. Betty Proe, Mrs. Dorothy Drew, Mrs. 
Mildred Powers, Bonnie Proe, Roseann Burke, Mary Champagne, 
and Custodian John Leslie. The staff and their families have taken 
an extraordinary personal interest in improving the library by doing 
physical labor which usually would require a maintenance staff, 
such as moving books, bookcases, painting, and repairing old book- 
cases, decorating the library, etc. These are volunteer efforts and 
outside the usual work load thus enabling the Trustees to keep the 
budget allowance strictly to the basic requirements. 


We wish to thank the several thoughtful citizens who very gener- 
ously donated books and magazines to the library this year; Mr. 
Roberts, Van Kleek Road, Mr. Albert Hunt, Mr. Christian Herter, 
Mrs. Frank Royce, Mrs. John Tirrell, and Mr. and Mrs. John Lynch. 
May we thank also the students who graciously displayed at the 
library in early summer their prize-winning science projects. Also 
for the donation of our new clock, for the use of a movie projector, 
and for his expert carpentry we are much indebted to Mr. Henry 
Iseman and we are most grateful for the countless volunteer hours 
of technical assistance given us by Mr. John Tirrell. 


We are proud to announce that the State Library Extension 
Service recommended the Millis Public Library as one of two 
Massachusetts libraries to be considered for a national award from 
the Book-of-the-month Club. Though we did not win the grand 
prize we were honored that the State thought our efforts to improve 
and to expand library service over the past ten years worthy of 
national consideration. This progress was made possible through 
the increased financial support the Town has yoted us each year and 
we will continue to work for the best possible library service and to 
justify the expenditures to be made toward reaching this goal. 


Finally, we pay tribute to the efforts and inspiration of Mrs. 
Margaret Royce who this year retired as Trustee after six years of 
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diligence, devotion, and creativity which has made a lasting con- 
tribution to the cultural development of Millis.

For the year 1962 thirty-four (34) new septic tank installation 
inspections were made plus seven (7) inspections for modification 
of existing facilities.

Other miscellaneous complaints were received and 
action taken where necessary. 


CONSULTING ENGINEER 


A consulting engineer was engaged by the board to assist in the 
formulation of rules and regulations which are designed to alleviate 
some of the existing sanitary problems as well as preventing addi- 
tional ones. It should be noted also that the board utilized the 
resources of our State Department of Health, Division of Food and 
Drugs, as well as the Air Pollution Control Board. 


HEALTH FAIR 


On May 5, 1962 the Millis Visiting Nurse Association brought to 
the citizens of Millis, a Health Fair. To do so required the untiring 
efforts of the Directors of the Visiting Nurse Association, Consultants 
from the Massachusetts Department of Public Health and the 
Norfolk County Tuberculosis and Health Association, as well as the 
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assistance of the School Department, the Board of Health and the 
Board of Selectmen. 


The cooperative efforts of these groups provided our citizens with 
the opportunity to learn about many health problems and to discuss 
first-hand their cause, treatment and prevention, with persons quali- 
fied to do so. 


Over 2000 people came to the Fair, visited the many booths, saw 
films on health and safety, and watched the demonstrations pre- 
sented by interested exhibitors. 


More than 400 adults had chest X-rays. Salk Vaccine was offered 
to adulis and to children above Grade 1. Our supply was quickly 
depleted as 240 doses were administered. 


The Health Fair introduced the Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine to the 
pre-school children of Millis, with 358 children receiving their doses 
at this time. 

The Board of Health extends an expression of thanks to Mrs. 
Beryl Spencer, whose assistance during the year was invaluable.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


I humbly submit herewith my report as Town Counsel for the 
year 1962. 


During the past year I have counseled and advised not only your 
most honorable Board but other Boards, Committees and Town 
Officers on the many legally perplexing problems and matters they 
were confronted with in the usual course of their business. 


I have, as in the past, read all Special Acts enacted by the 
Legislature during 1962 and all the amendments to the General 
Laws of Massachusetts with particular attention to those affecting 
the Town of Millis and to those that might affect the interest of the 
Town of Millis. The most controversial of these laws is the Code of 
Ethics Law which will go into effect on May 1, 1963. Opinions on 
this law will be rendered by this office whenever requested. 


I have continued to discuss and consult with other Town 
Counsel and City Solicitors any such acts and legislation as affects 
cities and towns generally. I have also discussed many problems 
that have arisen in other towns and cities, and problems that could, 
perhaps, arise in our Town of Millis, at the monthly meetings of the 
Town Counsel and City Solicitors Association held at Boston. 


There were a number of violations of the Building Code during 
the past year, several of which it was necessary to prosecute in the 
District Court at Wrentham. 


Two Zoning By-Law cases involving (1) the illegal removal of 
gravel, and (2) the denial of a permit to remove gravel—were 
litigated in the Superior Court at Dedham. In the first case there 
was a consent decree filed in favor of the Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Millis. In the second case the Draft Report of the Master

sitting in on the hearing contained ultimate findings in favor of the 
Board of Appeals of the Town of Millis. 


Opinions were rendered by this office relative to zoning problems 
concerning for the most part Non-Conforming Uses. Opinions were 
also rendered by this office relative to the validity of Articles con- 
tained in the Annual Town Warrant. 


Objections and protests were filed with the Outdoor Advertising 
Division and the Public Utilities by this office in behalf of the 
Town of Millis. Another action was instituted by Julius Doliner, 
trustee against the Planning Board of the Town of Millis and will, 
perhaps, be heard at Superior Court in Boston in March or April of 
this year, 1963. This office also represented the Town Treasurer's 
Office, said Office being named as trustee in several matters at 
Wrentham District Court. 


As a member of the Building Code Committee this office was 
also instrumental in the drafting of the new Building Code of the 
Town of Millis. 


I, again, wish to take this opportunity to extend my deepest appre- 
ciation and to thank you most heartily for your full co-operation 
and for the sincere co-operation of all the Town Offiicals, Boards, 
and Committees for the year 1962.

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PERSONNEL COMMITTEE REPORT 


— 


Pursuant to the authority granted him by the affirmative action 
‘taken by the Town on Article 61, the Moderator appointed a five- 
man Personnel Committee in June 1962. The men appointed were 
Arthur Carter, Keith Krewson, Irving MacFarland, James Powers 
and Thomas Reilly. 


This Personnel Committee held its first meeting on June 27, 
1962. The members elected Arthur Carter, Chairman and Keith 
Krewson, Clerk. Twelve meetings were held by the Committee. 


The Committee followed the major steps outlined below in an 
endeavor to make its study. 


1. Organized the Committee and decided upon steps to be taken 
to complete the study. Established dates, time and place for 
regular weekly meetings. 


2. Made a study of literature prepared for Municipal Personnel 
Boards by the Bureau of Government Research at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts. 


3. Made a study of other related material obtained from other 
Personnel Boards in similar size towns. 


4. Made contact with and obtained advice from the head of the 
State Association of Municipal Personnel Boards. 


5. Gathered information regarding type and number of town posi- 
tions both elected and appointed; names and titles of town 
employees; names and number of departments and names of 
department heads. 


6. Constructed an organization chart showing how the town posi- 
tions are organized. 


7. Obtained wage data for each town employee, 


Reviewed the material with department heads, selectmen and 
Moderator, 
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9. Constructed a job questionnaire which asked each town em- 
ployee to describe his job as far as duties, responsibility, tools 
and equipment, place and time of work, etc. were concerned. 


10. Reviewed the job questionnaire with the Selectmen, Moderator 
and department heads. 


11. Distributed the job questionnaire through the department 
heads, where appropriate, to the involved town employees. 


12. Upon the return of the questionnaires, reviewed the material 
in an endeavor to see if it were feasible to organize positions 
having similar duties or substantially the same scope of responsi- 
bility into groups. 


Recommendation: 


As a result of its concentrated study the Personnel Committee 
unanimously feels that the Town of Millis, as well as the Town 
employees, could benefit greatly from a job classification and salary 
plan. Such a plan would insure that positions of substantially like 
duties and responsibilities were fairly and equitably paid. It would 
insure that the Town was paying wages in line with towns of similar 
size thereby helping to more effectively administer Town funds. 
The plan would also be a guide for department heads to administer 
a consistent and fair employee personnel program of sick leave, 
vacations, holidays, ete. Having a Personnel Plan administered by a 
Personnel Committee would allow standard rules, approved by the 
Town, to be applied fairly and equitably to all Town employees. 


Therefore, the Personnel Committee recommends that the Town 
amend its By-Laws by adding a new By-Law creating a “Personnel 
Administration Plan”. Said plan to be administered by an appointed 
five-man Personnel Committee. Said Personnel Committee would 
prepare written descriptions of each appointed Town position except 
those under control of the School Committee; prepare a Classifica- 
tion Plan grouping the positions into groups having substantially the 
same duties and scope of responsibility; prepare a wage plan which 
would set forth the minimum and maximum wages for each group of 
positions; prepare a list of employee benefits such as vacations, 
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holidays, sick leave, etc. and the rules pertaining thereto; and pre- 
pare a list of personnel policies and procedures necessary to effec- 
tively administer the above. The entire Plan would be presented to 
the Town at the 1964 Annual Town Meeting for vote and if ap- 
proved, become a part of the By-Law. 


The Appointed Personnel Committee would serve three-year 
terms without compensation. The cost to the Town would be minor 
involving only clerical supplies and part time clerical help. 


The Personnel Committee has prepared the attached draft of a 
By-Law establishing the “Personnel Administration Plan” mentioned 
above and hereby recommend its adoption at the 1963 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


The Committee wishes to thank the Town Officers, Department 
Heads, Town Accountant, Town Clerk, Town employees and the 
many townspeople for the splendid cooperation and time given to 
this effort without which the study could not have been made.

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FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


On May 17, 1962 confirmation of appointment to the Conservation 
Commission were made public, and a short time later the Com- 
mission held its organization meeting. A workshop was held 
in Medfield with Millis, Medway, and Medfield Commissions in 
attendance. Vice President Frank Chase of the Association of Con- 
servation Commissions explained the Town’s acceptance of Section 
8c, Chapter 45, G. L. of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as 
amended by Chapter 223 of the Acts of 1957. 


The principle function of the Commission is to plan for the wise 
use of the Town’s natural resources: preservation of open areas, of 
our water supply, wildlife habitat, water storage areas which include 
swamps and wetlands. These areas serve to recharge our under- 
ground water supplies, prevention of flood damage, channeling of 
crowded metropolitan conditions. Conserve agriculture and our 
forest areas. Coordinate the conservation efforts of both private and 
Town organizations. 


The Commission accomplishes these purposes through the out- 
right acquisition of land by the Town, by purchase or gift, and also 
by the granting by landowners of conservation restrictions against 
building and filling while they retain actual ownership. These re- 
strictions do not limit the owner's control over the use of his land. 
These easements can be given or purchased by the Town in various 
ways. Many times a land owner may wish to hold full ownership 
for his lifetime, but provide for it to be owned by the Town there- 
after as a permanent open area or he may wish to forever restrict 
its resale by the Town for any other purpose. 


The Commission with approval of the Selectmen has the authority 
to accept gifts of land and or land easement rights for the Town, 
but does not have the power of eminent domain. 


en ea 
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Under the General Laws the Town may appropriate 1/20 of 1% 
of its total assessed value for a conservation fund. State statutes 
provide for equal matching funds for any State approved project; 
such as the acquisition of open areas. Gifts of land are tax de- 
ductible. 


In the past decade the Town of Millis has doubled its population 
and has seen the end of farming, the breaking up of many large 
tracts of private land into small plots. Projection figures revealed 
by the Bureau of Census shows that in the next forty years our 
population will double and those peoples seeking recreation will 
triple. In this time we will have completed a cycle from a rural 
area to an urban area, and with the zoning restrictions presently in 
effect the Town will be a checker-board of lots from one end to the 
other, with no green linear belts or recreational areas unless we pre- 
pare now to save for ourselves and future generations green strips 
and areas of general recreation. We must look to the future and pre- 
serve adequate lands to be used for future water supplies. Continue 
modernization of our sewerage system. Get started on assessors 
maps. The need for a swimming area for the Town becomes urgent. 
The pollution problem worsens as we continue to build and the 
population increases. 


The Charles River and Boggestowe Brook are natural areas for 
proposed linear green belt in the Town. The long range plans of 
the Conservation Commission call for the future acquisition of 
these lands. 


The Commission has inserted in the Town Warrant the following 
Articles for your approval: 


Transfer of sixteen parcels of Town owned land to the Com- 
mission. These parcels are mainly swamp and wet lands to be 
preserved as water storage areas and wildlife habitat. 70 acres are 
of prime interest to us in that the acreage is in the lower Bog- 
gastowe and will give impedeous to the acquisition of further 
land areas there. All of these parcels are marginal or sub- 
standard and not suitable for building.

We are asking for a Soil Suryey which is the first step and a 
requisite before we can start our Master Plan. We must know 
what the terrain is and what is under that terrain, what land is 
suitable for development, what land is wet, because of drainage 
problems. Which of the lands are suitable for Industrial De- 
velopment, where we might find an adequate pure water supply. 
Every Department or Committee will benefit from a Soil Survey 
and adequate maps and overlays will be available. 


We are requesting $3,000.00 for our Conservation Fund and 
$300.00 for expenses. The Fund will be used for the acquisition 
of lands and easements in our long range program. Any lands 
purchased will be acquired under The Enabling Act so that the 
Town will receive 50% reimbursement from the State. The 
$300.00 expense fund will be used for engineering purposes in the 
event we receive gifts of lands or will revert back to free cash. 
Other areas of interest to the Commission are: 


Establishment of a Town Forest. 

A shade tree program. 

Effects of spraying and pesticides. 

A community conservation education program. 

A program of Sportsman-Landowner understanding. 
Reforest idle and unused tracts of land. 

Develop facilities for Public outdoor use.

The Conservation Commission understands that in order to 
function properly it must have the support and understanding of the 
Townspeople. This program cannot hope to progress unless the 
individual citizens are interested in the future of the Town and the 
work of the Commission toward establishing a positive line of action, 
that will, with the passage of time, reflect the basic objectives that 
the people have sought who either have come here or have always 
lived here, and that is the sense of space, of trees and fields and 
openness of our country side, 


It is hoped that civic minded citizens who wish to make a lasting 
contribution to the Town, and those who might wish to perpetuate 
the cherished memory of an individual or group of individuals 
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might wish to donate as a Memorial or an Historic Site certain of 
their properties. 


Typical areas that might be given are: Pine groves of trees, 
stream banks, unusual flower growths, and scenic views. 


The Conservation Commission will be happy to meet and dis- 
euss with landowners conservation problems. We would also be 
happy to receive suggestions from citizens and community organi- 
zations. We would also be happy to send a representative to meet- 
ings of any civic organization that would be interested in receiving 
more information about our activities. 


The Commission wishes to thank the various Town departments 
for their interest and assistance and the Board of Selectmen for 
their support.

REPORT OF SCHOOL LAND AND HOUSING 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


During 1962 the School Land and Housing Investigating Com- 
mittee made more visual surveys of possible school sites. We also 
spent considerable time studying existing school facilities and ways 
to expand them. 


We have submitted four articles for your consideration at Town 
Meeting and we strongly recommend that the voters carefully con- 
sider and support them. The approval of these articles is necessary 
if the school system is to improve and progress. 
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The article referring to the appointment of a committee to plan 
for additional elementary school facilities and the article referring 
to a transfer of land in the Town Park are important for the ex- 
pansion of existing facilities. 


We feel that the article calling for the purchase of a parcel of 
land is an extremely good buy for the Town. There is a large amount 
of area at a favorable price and the land should be adequate for 
many recreational activities as well as school purposes. 


Again we are recommending that the committee be continued 
for another year as there is more which should be accomplished. 


We would like to extend our sincere thanks to the School Com- 
mittee and Park Department for their cooperation during the year, 
to Dr. George C. Roy, Superintendent of Schools, Attorney Anthony

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Millis for the period from May 
25, 1961, the date of the previous examination, to July 23, 1962, and 
submit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or committing bills for 
collection were examined and checked. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined 
and checked. The receipts as recorded were checked with the 
available departmental records and with the treasurer’s books, while 
the payments were compared with the treasury warrants authoriz- 
ing the disbursement of town funds. 


The ledgers were analyzed, the appropriation accounts were 
checked with the amounts voted by the town as shown on the 
town clerk’s records of town meetings, the transfers from the re- 
serve fund were compared with the amounts authorized by the 
finance committee, while other accounts were checked with the 
records of the various departments in which the transactions 
originated. A trial balance was taken off, the necessary adjustments 
resulting from the audit were made, and a balance sheet, showing 
the financial condition of the town on July 23, 1962, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail, preparatory to a transfer of the books and 
accounts and of the cash and savings bank deposits to the newly 
appointed temporary treasurer, The cash book was added, and the 
receipts as recorded were analyzed and compared with the records 
of the several departments collecting money for the town and with

se) 
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other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury. 
The payments were checked with the warrants of the selectmen 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with the town 
accountant's records. 


The treasurer's cash balance on July 23, 1962, after adjusting for 
errors and omissions, was verified by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements and certificates furnished by the banks 
of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. This 
reconciliation disclosed a cash variation of $743.07, which amount 
was paid into the town treasury prior to the completion of the audit. 


Considerable difficulty was encountered in reconciling the former 
treasurers cash due to the fact that no true reconciliation of the 
bank balances had been made by the treasurer since July 1961. It 
was also necessary, in order to reconcile the bank balances with the 
statements furnished by the banks of deposit, to compile a check 
register and to compare and verify the checks issued with the 
treasury warrants and with the vouchers when necessary. This addi- 
tional work added materially to the time consumed in the audit. 


It is recommended that the new treasurer prove the balances in 
the banks and the cash in the office with the cash book balance at 
least weekly and with the accountant’s ledger control at least 
monthly, that the bank accounts be promptly reconciled with the 
bank statements, and that he keep a permanent record of such 
reconciliations. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and were checked with the 
cancelled securities and coupons on file. The outstanding coupons 
were listed. the deposits in advance of maturities were verified, and 
the bank balance was reconciled with a statement furnished by the 
bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income was proved and the withdrawals 
were verified. 
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The records of tax titles and tax possesions held by the town 
were examined. The amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were compared with the tax collector's books, the recorded redemp-- 
tions were checked with the receipts as adjusted on the treasurer's 
cash book, the foreclosures were verified, and the tax titles and tax 
possessions on hand were listed, reconciled with the town account- 
ant’s ledger controls, and compared with the records at the Registry 
of Deeds. 


The records of payroll deductions for Federal and State taxes, 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield, group insurance and the county retire- 
ment system were examined and checked in detail. The deductions 
were compared with the amounts withheld as shown by the payroll 
vouchers listed on the treasury warrants. Although in many in- 
stances warrants were prepared authorizing payments to the proper 
agencies, they were not paid because the treasurer either failed to 
make out the checks or withheld them. A warrant has been pre- 
pared authorizing the new treasurer to pay the amounts due the 
respective agencies as of the audit date. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The taxes, excise, and assessments outstanding at 
the time of the previous examination, as well as all subsequent 
commitments, were audited and reconciled with the assessors’ war- 
rants. The payments to the treasurer were checked with the treas- 
urer's cash book, the recorded abatements were compared with the 
assessors’ records of abatements granted, the transfers to the tax 
title account were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled with the respective ledger controls. The cash bal- 
ance on July 23, 1962 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balance with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


rae : : : 

Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, sewer, and water 
accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the town, the 


replies received thereto indicating that the accounts, as listed, are 
correct. 


; 
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The records of departmental accounts receivable were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were checked with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer and with the accountant’s books, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the respective 
controlling ledger accounts. 


The town clerk's records of dog and sporting licenses issued were 
examined. The payments to the State were verified by comparison 
with the receipts on file, the payments to the town treasurer were 
compared with the treasurer’s cash book, and the cash on hand 
was proved by actual count. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits issued were 
examined. The payments to the town treasurer were verified, and 
the cash on hand was proved by actual count. 


The records of water department accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. The accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination and all subsequent charges were audited 
and proved. The payments to the treasurer were verified by com- 
parison with the treasurer’s cash book, the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved with the town accountant’s controlling 
accounts, and the cash on hand July 23, 1962 was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office.

treasurer were verified. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this 
report tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer's and the 
collector's cash, summaries of the tax, excise, assessment, tax title, 
tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, as well as 
schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust and 
investment funds. 
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I wish to express appreciation, on behalf of my assistants and 
for myself, for the cooperation received from the town officials 
while engaged in making the audit.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millis: 


In 1962 the greatest improvement to the educational program was 
the installation of a language lab in the junior-senior high school. 
This unit was installed during the April vacation and is now in use. 


Some of the highlights for 1962 were as follows: 


1. Special Class opened for educable group for the first time in 
Millis. 


2. Program arranged for Assistant Elementary Principal to 
devote fifty per cent of his time for administrative supervision. 


3. Spanish introduced into curriculum. 


4. Direction given to programs in mathematics and science for 
the benefit of youth. 


5. Advantages taken of National Defense Education Act which 
have meant more equipment for our students. 


6. Emphasis placed on the maintenance of school property. 


7. School Committee allows use of Junior-Senior High School 
facilities for Norfolk County Teachers Convention. 


Effective in September the minimum salaries were increased to 
$4300 for Bachelor’s Degree, and $4500 for a Master's Degree. 


The Millis School Committee went on record this past year 
favoring a limited sales tax that would be used for education. T he 
Committee did not oppose the minimum salary increase voted by 
the Legislature to $4500 for a Bachelor's Degree. 


Considerable work was done on the improvement of the grounds 
and four more basketball facilities were installed on the blacktop 
area behind the Clyde Brown School, along with the painting of a 
shuffleboard court in the same area. 
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Emergency lights were purchased and under the direction of 
Fire Chief John Ward are being installed in the proper areas. 

This past year three members of the Committee, and the Superin- 
tendent, attended the School Committee Seminar held at Boston 
University. 

Looking ahead, it will be necessary for the Committee to make 
extensive repairs to the windows of the Memorial School, as the 
casings and sashes are sorely in need of repair. 


The boilers in this school are approximately thirty-one years old 
and are beginning to give us trouble more frequently. 


It is also anticipated that increased school enrollment, particularly 
in the elementary level, bears watching, as the need for increased 
facilities in this area may be close at hand. 

In 1962 the Millis Post 208, American Legion, presented the 
School Department with a portrait of Rudolph F. King. 


The portrait of Clyde Brown was moved from the Memorial 
School and now hangs in the school bearing his name. 


The Committee is grateful for the cooperation of all school 
personnel, town officers, and the organizations of Millis who have 
aided us throughout the year.

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Salutation: 


The main purpose of education has been to develop pupils so that 
they would function at the highest level as citizens in our communities, 
in our state, and in our country. This does not include the intellectual 
development alone but does include the emotional and social growth. 


New horizons are developing in the area of what is to be taught. 
Constantly, consideration is given to the quality and quantity of edu- 
eational opportunity for our students. This involves the introduction 
of new subject matter areas and the revision and expansion of the 
present. An example of the former would be the introduction of 
Spanish, and of the latter our study in the areas of mathematics and 
health. 


Our School System: 
Four Divisions: 


K- 3 Primary 

3- 6 Intermediate 
7- 8 Junior High 
9-12 Senior High 


Primary: 


We realize that the pupil’s first years in school must be so planned 
and organized so that he will be given a solid foundation to build his 
future educational activities. The program at this level evaluates the 
individual’s potential and provides experiences which will enable him 
to attain the greatest possible skill in using the fundamental tools of 
learning. These first learning experiences, both individually and as a 
member of a group, are the initial step of a series which are intended 
to lead to satisfactory life adjustment. 


Intermediate: 


Experiences which are broadening and enriching interest the inter- 
mediate grade pupils. At this age pupils are generally curious about 
science and nature. They learn that people are basically alike in all 
countries as they live, work, and play as we do. 


These pupils must be encouraged to complete their tasks. Assign- 
ments proportionate to their abilities are essential. 


Satisfaction for each one knowing that he or she is a member of 
a group at this age is important.

These boys and girls move into our new J preening 2 22! 

This is the e for 
growing up. This is the time for individuals to become more mature 
and self-sufficient. These pupils must find some security and happiness 
in their school life and must meet with some success if they are to 


become adjusted individuals. 


The program is best adapted to the needs and interests of early 
teenagers and provides the following: (1) opportunity for expression— 
physically, aesthetically, socially; (2) opportunity for concentrated 
application in school learning areas associated with their future ser- 
vice to society. Part of their school day is devoted to English, history, 
mathematics, science, geography. Part of their program includes some 
form of physical education, home living, industrial arts, art, and music. 


Senior High: 


The ninth grade is the beginning year of the high school course. 
At this level, in addition to English and mathematics, curricula and 
electives are available to meet the needs of and interests of all of our 
students. 


As effective citizens in our democracy these individuals must be 
able to read intelligently, figure intelligently, and to communicate 
orally and in writing effectively, 


With our coordinators in mathematics and science, department 


heads in English and social Studies, closer articulation is being de- 
veloped. 


The high school curricula are planned to meet the ever changing 
needs of our students. The offerings at the secondary level provide 


preparation for further education, or for graduation into the world of 
economic living, 


Transportation: 


With the increase in school enrollment it would seem that it may 
be necessary to reconsider the walking distance involved for our pupils 
at all grade levels so that we may be able to accommodate the increase 
at the primary 8rade level, If this is not done it would probably neces- 
Sitate the Purchase of another bus. The directing of traffic by the 
women police officers at the major crosswalks is definitely an asset. 
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Expansion of Program in 1962: 


Due to the increase in enrollment at the elementary level a third 
area was prepared and is being used for a Kindergarten. Two after- 
noons a week it is used for instrumental music. It was also necessary 
to open classrooms for grades one and six. For the first time Millis 
opened its own special class. For a number of years pupils have been 
transported days to and from the Wrentham State School. This year 
we had individuals who could not be accommodated by them so it was 
necessary to arrange facilities locally. 


According to Chapter 71, Section 46 a town must establish a class 
whenever there are five or more educable retarded, or five or more 
trainable retarded. The class established in Millis is for the educable 


group. 


Arrangements were made for our Assistant Elementary Principal, 
Mr. Lanthier, to devote mornings to administration and supervision of 
the Memorial School. 


At the secondary level changes made were as follows: 
Spanish was introduced. 
An English Department Head was assigned. 
A Social Studies Department Head was assigned. 


Modern Mathematics was introduced in grades one and two 
and at the junior high level. 


A Boys’ Track Team was active. 


Boys’ basketball was extended so that now a head coach 
handles the varsity; another coach the junior varsity, and 
a third coach the junior high school. 


Industrial Arts was expanded. 
Home Economics was expanded. 


The Language Laboratory, which offers many advantages for 
the teachings of foreign languages, was installed. The 
emphasis in the teaching of French and Spanish is defi- 
nitely conversational.

lative Committee, and is a member of the Advisory Legislative Com- 
mittee to the State Board of Education. 


Under the National Defense Education Act we have extended our 
programs in Mathematics, Science, Foreign Languages, and Guidance. 


Instructional Materials: 


Basically there are three types of teaching materials; First we 
have instructional materials which are the result of the art of printing. 
Second we have the equipment and media which have been developed 
from electronics and mechanics. Third, we have the now mechanized 
aids which are effective teacher helpers in classroom situations. 


Print provides many educational materials which, in part, include 
textbooks, workbooks, newspapers, magazines, pamphlets, charts, en- 
cyclopedia, dictionaries, atlases, reference books, and library books, 
including fiction and non-fiction. 


To date the teaching devices developed from electronics and 
mechanics are not too numerous. Some of these are the radio, motion 
pictures, tapes, and’ recordings, television, and the language laboratory. 


Some of the third type are models, globes, abacus, and the counting 
board, bulletin and flannel boards, and relief maps.

REPORT OF THE CLYDE BROWN AND MEMORIAL SCHOOLS 
Elizabeth C. Byrne, Principal 


Education met the challenge of change as expansion and growth 
took place in the elementary grades, kindergarten through grade six. 
The elementary principal continued providing leadership to further 
develop the quality of education for all elementary pupils in Millis. 


All of the elementary school staff gave much consideration to 
curriculum which by definition is the sum total of all aspects in the 
school life of the elementary child. 


An administrative handbook was formulated for each elementary 
teacher. This material proved to be an excellent guide for all teachers 
in the elementary schools. 


New cumulative file folders were established for pupils at all 
grade levels in the elementary schools. 


Achievement Testing and Intelligence Testing took place in the 
spring at elementary school level. The Metropolitan Achievement Tests, 
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ini 1 the teachers in grades one through 
C, were administered by al , ides ; 
ae the S.R.A. Achievement Test was given to pupils in grade six. 


The Otis Quick Scoring Test of Mental Ability was administered to 
pupils in grades one, three, and five. 

This past year the elementary music program made rapid advance- 
ment. 


This year the elementary children under the direction of the 
physical education supervisor presented an excellent cross-section of 
activities in their organized physical education program. 


Sixth grade pupils in Memorial School had considerable orienta- 
tion for the Junior-Senior High School, both at meetings in their own 
building and in the Junior-Senior High School. 


The 21” Classroom was part of the elementary curriculum as chil- 
dren in some of the classes had the opportunity to participate in these 
television programs on WGBH-TV Channel 2. 


The Rinehart Functional Handwriting System continued to be in 
effect throughout the elementary grades. It showed excellent results 


in the quality of the individual’s handwriting. Slant lettering is taught 
in grades one and two and used thereafter to supplement the cursive 
handwriting for maps. workbooks, note-taking, et cetera. The transi- 
tion to Cursive Writing takes place in grade three. 


The Dental Brush Program continued operating effectively for 
elementary school children in grades three, four, five and six. 


Health and safety was stressed constantly by all teachers of the 
elementary grades. Children were taught bicycle safety, bus safety, 
playground safety, and safety in general. The boys and girls responded 


well to the school safety patrol in which the sixth grade pupils were 
participants.

All classes, grades one through six, in both elementary schools had 
a weekly visit to the Memorial School Library. The children thus had 
an excellent opportunity to develop an appreciation of children’s 
literature. 


National Book Week was celebrated in the elementary schools by 
all teachers and the elementary principal working in cooperation with 
the Town of Millis Library Staff. 


This past year members of the elementary school staff partici- 
pated in a number of mathematics workshops. This was done in 
preparation for recommending a new series of text books to be used 
in the teaching of Elementary School Arithmetic. 


During American Education Week more than four hundred parents 
were in attendance at the Open House held in each of the elementary 
schools. All teachers were in their classrooms to discuss curriculum for 
their respective grade levels with the parents who attended the eve- 
ning meetings. This strengthened the interdependence between school 
and community by increasing public understanding and appreciation 
of education. 


The system of individual Parent-Teacher Conferences was con- 
tinued again this year. Parent cooperation in this plan of improving 
home-school relationship was very pleasing and encouraging. The 
school personnel firmly believe that parent, teacher, and child all profit 
greatly from such meetings. 


In an attempt to keep the public informed of school activities use 
was made of the local press, as well as the P.T.A. Newsletter.

REPORT OF MILLIS JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


William A. Vellante, Principal 


The annual report of the Principal of the Junior-Senior High 
School is submitted herewith. 


The past twenty years have brought a host of changes to our 
American education. For the most part, they have centered on the 
welfare of the individual student. Typical examples of improvements 
in education have been: expansion in guidance and counseling, in- 
creased communication between schools and colleges, and special pro- 
grams to improve teaching in many subjects, particularly mathematics, 
science, and foreign languages. 


A sound program of tests, administered by the Guidance Depart- 
ment, encourages the proper measurement of an individual’s progress, 
The continuous assessment of an individual’s potentiality and achieve- 
ment is essential for proper guidance and motivation toward realistic 
objectives so that the individual can make the greatest contribution 
possible to himself and to society. 


We have seen an improved articulation between the colleges and 
secondary schools. Colleges have become increasingly aware of the 
fact that college board scores should not be the controlling factor in 
college admission but that such results should always be used with 


other criteria such as marks, rank in class, interviews, and recom- 
mendation of school authorities. 


There have been several special programs for teachers of mathe- 
matics and science. Millis secondary school teachers have taken 
advantage of such programs and have been oriented to the new 


approaches. Teachers have attended work i 
sho = 
ences, and Universities. 0 ae 


ee 
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As a sign of the growing awareness of the importance of “dialogue” 
in the modern world, a four-year sequence of studies in the Spanish 
language has been introduced to the already existing four year sequen- 
tial program of French and Latin. 


Today we have available better means for achieving our modern 
language goals. One of the most effective of these means is the 
language laboratory. In the new 30-booth laboratory, installed in the 
spring, the students have at least twenty times as much opportunity to 
recite aloud as they had previously in the ordinary classroom. 


Because of our expanded facilities, sequential courses may be 
offered. Thus, Latin IV is offered this year. It introduces to the 
student the study of the poetry of Ovid, Virgil, Horace and Catullus. 


A third year of Home Economics is offered to interested students. 
The course is designed for the study of Social and Family Relations, 
Home Management and Consumer Education. Thus, the student will 
develop standards of buying, storage, preparation and serving meals. 
‘Also, she may be trained to take care of the various sewing needs in 
adult life. 


Electricity and some phases of electronics are now offered to the 
fourth year industrial arts student. The course is designed to acquaint 
the student with the essentials of electronically constructed products. 
This is accomplished by presenting fundamental working principles of 
electricity through description, example, and demonstration. Thus as 
the course begins to involve concepts of electronics, pupils will have 
the opportunity to develop simplified projects. 


Junior High Schoo] and High School club activities were intro- 
duced and organized this school year. Among the clubs offered this 
year are: the Junior Red Cross, the Library Club, Current Events, 
Future Teachers of America, Chess, Drama, Science, Miss Fixit (Indus- 
trial Arts for girls), boys’ and girls’ Sports Clubs, Radio Club, and 
French, Spanish, and Latin Clubs. 


Faculty members have been busily engaged in composing courses 
of study. They have been working toward the development of an 
outline since last year and continued editing, revising, and reviewing 
of the studies remains to be done before they are completed. The task 
is a monumental one. The final editing of the studies will only mean 
a continued revision of the materials that have been prepared because 
of the changes in education today. 


Our young people at Millis continue to be recognized for their 
accomplishments and leadership abilities.

A Junior High School Handbook was formulated to help pupils of 
Grade 7 in their adjustment to junior high school living. The hand- ~ 
book outlines in detail the organization of the school, the opportunities — 
within the school, the services, regulations, and suggestions for effec- 
tive study. 


A visiting day was held for pupils coming to the seventh grade 
from the Memorial School, Members of the staff at the High School 
visited and talked to the sixth grade pupils prior to the visitation for 
orientation purposes. On the day of the visit, pupils had an oppor- 
tunity to sit in their rooms, meet teachers and in general gained some 


perspective of the program and location of their rooms before opening r 
day in September. : 


Graduation followed an active week of events for seniors and 
underclassmen. On graduation night it was announced that the Class of 
1955 Citizenship Award was changed and is now known as the Richard ; 
M. Pixley Award. The award is to be made to the Salutatorian of the 
graduating class. In addition, two new scholarships were added to — 
the list of awards. One is from Mr. Philip Braman of the Braman _ 
Screw Machine Company and the other from the High School Student — 
Council. School officials continue to search for contributors to the 
worthy cause of offering financial assistance to deserving students. As 


our school enrollment increases, the need for more scholarship assist- 
ance will become evident. 
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Mention should be made of the many hours that staff members and 
administrators spend in attendance at professional meetings, discussion 
groups, conferences, workshops, specific subject area programs such as 
music, business, guidance, science, economics, English, mathematics, 
foreign language, industrial arts, and arts and crafts.

GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


Francis W. Farley, Director of Guidance 
Junior-Senior High School 


One of the specialized services which has developed in education in 
recent years is the guidance and counseling of students. The complexity 
which often accompanies decision making demands that each student be 
professionally aided in evaluating his strengths and weaknesses in 
relation to his plans for the future. In order to successfully aid a stu- 
dent in this manner, the guidance program at Millis High School 
utilizes the school’s physical facilities and the services of the counselors 
so that students may be encouraged to self-motivation. 


To keep guidance in its proper perspective, it is important to 
realize that the parents of the student are responsible for his educa- 
tional and vocational choice. Since the primary function of education is 
performed by the classroom teacher, the service provided by the guid- 
ance personnel is to be considered as a supplementary aid which is 
nevertheless basic to the integrated educational process. Within the 
_ framework of these principles, the guidance depariment endeavors to 
effectively meet the needs of Millis High School students. 


The activities of the guidance counselors can be formulated by 
describing the following areas of the guidance program: 


1. Individual Inventory. Pertinent information that will aid ad- 
ministrators, counselors, teachers, and parents understand each indi- 
Vidual student in the light of his interests, abilities, and aptitudes is 
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t will be aided in making 
pi in useful form so that the studen 

SO cetsione A cumulative folder for each student is prepared 
containing a personal data sheet, record of interviews, test results, and 


other related information. 


2. Information Service. School and career information is con- 
stantly being updated so that current literature is always accessible to 
the students. A well-stocked library of occupational monographs, school 
brochures, and college catalogs is geared to the interests and abilities 


of all pupils. 
Whenever it is feasible, representatives from schools and colleges 


are invited to visit Millis High School to meet with members of the 
upper classes who manifest interest in the courses that are offered. 


3. Counseling. The primary function of the guidance program is 
to offer each student the opportunity to discuss his occupational and 
educational goals with a professionally trained counselor. With the aid 
of Mrs. Mary Barrett, who devotes seven periods a week to guidance, 
a schedule has been devised whereby each student will have this oppor- 
tunity for self-evaluation at least once during each school year. 


4. Testing. The testing program at Millis High School has been 
carefully evaluated. Each student, at the end of the school year, takes 
an achievement test in Language, Mathematics, Science, Social Studies, 
and Reading. Scholastic aptitude is measured at the eighth and tenth 
grade levels. The Differential Aptitude Test and the Iowa Silent Read- 
ing Test are taken in Grade 10 while the ninth graders complete the 
Kuder Preference Record. 


This testing program affords an adequate indication of measurable 
traits, and the objective test scores help to supplement the grades 
earned in the classroom. 


5. Placement. Whether a high school education is terminal or 
preliminary to further education, the facilities of the guidance depart- 
ment are designed for the benefit of all the students. Arrangements are 
made so that graduates who enter the business world after high school 


may take the General Aptitude Test Battery administered by the Divi- 
sion of Employment Security. 


Graduates who are planning to further their education beyond high 
school are assisted in their investigation of educational possibilities, 


Follow-up. One of the measures 
s of a school’s effectiveness is the 
a teat its graduates, Of the 1962 graduates, 55 per cent continued 
education beyond high school. Of that number, 39 per cent are 
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attending four year colleges. The Armed Forces, offices in this area, 
and several business firms are claiming the services of the other 1962 
graduates. 


Because of the cooperation and support of administrators, teachers, 
and parents, the guidance department has been able to contribute to 
the enrichment of the educational program at Millis High School. 


MATHEMATICS REPORT 
Mary K. Gavin, Coordinator 


At the secondary level, a modern mathematics course is being 
taught for the school year 1962-63 in the following areas: 


Grade 7—Section A 

Grade 8—Section A 

Grade 9—Algebra I, Sections A, B and C 
Grade 10—Plane Geometry, Section A 
Grade 11—Algebra 2, Section A 


Im other sections, various modern topics are being introduced as 
supplementary material. 


It is hoped that in September, 1963 we will have a minimum of 
three divisions of Grades 7 and 8, all sections of Algebra 1 and 2, at 
least two groups of Plane Geometry, and both divisions of Mathematics 
IV studying a modernized program. Some of the new concepts will also 
be introduced in the General Mathematics courses. 


Two instructional programs were made available to our teachers 
during the year which ended in June, 1962. 


The in-service training program for Millis and the surrounding 
towns, held at Holliston High School, taught by Prof. Franklin Fitzger- 
ald of Boston University, and covering modern topics for Grades 7 and 
9, continued into the winter of 1962, and was very profitable. 


In the spring, the Norfolk County Teachers’ Association sponsored 
a series of mathematics workshops at Walpole High Schoo] under the 
direction of Miss Margaret Kenney of Boston College. These were 
attended not only by the junior-senior high school teachers, but also by 
some of the teachers from Grades 4 through 6. This served as an 
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excellent introduction to the new material for the elementary staff. 


Updating and modernizing a program costs time and money, and — 


includes planning. 


At the elementary level, plans are now in progress so that a com- ry 
plete curriculum, modern in spirit, will be ready for implementation in — 


September, 1963. 


Arrangements were made for the elementary faculty and adminis- — 
trators to hear Mathematics Consultants from various publishers.

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Laboratory work is mandatory in all the sciences, except General 
Science and Physical Science. This is done weekly in a single period. 
Because of apparatus expense, experimentation is performed in groups 
of two. Scientific reports in writing are required for each experience in 
¢he laboratory. Experimentation in General Science and Physical 
Science is limited to demonstrations by the teacher or teacher-appoint- 


ed groups. 


The enrollment of students in science for the 1961-62 school year 
was as follows: Grades 7 and 8—200; Senior High School—156. 


Each year a science fair is held in the gymnasium of the Junior- 
Senior High School. The reasons for holding this event are: (1) it 
stimulates the interests of students who have special scientific talent; 
(2) it encourages students to express themselves by using their skills 
and interest in science; (3) it provides a means for students to become 
aware of the influence of science on human life and thought; (4) it 
reports to parents and to the community one phase of the academic 
performance of students. On this occasion many fine examples of 
science projects are exhibited and explained by students. 


LIBRARY REPORT 
Joan Strathern, Librarian 


The increase in school enrollment during the past year has been 
met with a similar increase in library materials made available to our 
pupils. The book collection now includes almost 4500 volumes, and our 
periodical subscriptions number 39, with 8 of these being professional 
in nature. 


During the past year our daily circulation of books increased and 
the daily attendance now averages about 100 pupils. 


A gift of 6 literature records presented to the library by the 1962 
graduating class was most appreciated. We hope to add more of these 
records in the near future. We are also very grateful for the books and 
pamphlets which have been donated by the Millis PTA and some of 
our students and faculty members. 


We have not yet reached the American Library Association stand- 
ards for a Junior-Senior High School Library. We are, however, work- 
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i \ uld reach it before the Evalu- —

aes Teens comes to our school. It must be remembered that a &s 
Bea collection of 6000 volumes is only a minimum. In order to con- 
tinue to meet the needs of our pupils, we will have to expand the size

INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


Edward F. Turley, Coordinator 


Although the primary intention of the Industrial Arts program is 
to present a panoramic view of industrial production and to instruct the 
student in the construction and assembly of the basic “goods” of in- 
dustry, the department also attempts to foster and encourage any 
manual and technical skill which the student might possess. 


The following is an explanation of the steps taken to achieve 
these ambitions: 


1. The Mechanical Drawing I class has been divided into two sec- 
tions because of the large number of applicants. These students are 
currently in basic drafting concepts. At the end of the year they shall 
have completed thirty drawings including orthographics, isometrics, 
and geometric constructions. 


2. The Mechanical Drawing II class had a review of all previous 
work (with accelerated “step drawings”) and encountered the more 


involved facets of machine design. They are presently doing assembly 
layouts. 


; 3. Shop I has been divided into two groups. One group is being 
introduced to the elementary concepts of sheet metal constructions. 
These students are supervised by Mr. LaVerne Breault. The second 
group had a review of all basic woodworking techniques and is now 
involved in the design and construction of individual projects. 


4. Shop IT is presently dey

Our aim in the Junior-High, as in the High School, has been to 
allow the students the advantage of an overall industrial view. Under 
the direction of Mr. Breault, the seventh and eighth grade classes have 
successfully accomplished an extensive outline of all the basic tools 
and their operations by completing two “single-piece” and four “multi- 
piece” projects. They are now making use of irregular pattern designs. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 


Monya H. Geller, Supervisor 


The number of students taking courses in Home Economics has 
increased greatly. The girls in junior high school have one double 
period per week in this field. In the seventh and eighth grades, basic 
skills in hand sewing, use of the sewing machine, use of simple com- 
mercial patterns, selection of color, line, and design as well as good 
grooming are taught during the time spent in the Clothing Department. 


In the Foods Laboratory, emphasis is placed on food selection for 
good health, fundamental methods of food preparation and its service. 
Im addition to the aforementioned, students in the eighth grade spent 
several weeks studying various aspects of Child Care and Babysitting. 
Miss Coldwell, our school nurse, aids us greatly with her wise coun- 
seling during this unit of work. 


On the high school level, courses are offered to ninth grade and to 
tenth and eleventh grades combined for a single period each day. This 
year our curriculum has been divided approximately into trimesters in 
order to include, in addition to work in the fields of Clothing Con- 
struction, and Foods-Nutrition, study of areas related to these, such as 
Social and Family Relations, Home Management and Consumer Educa- 
tion. This was done in order to help us achieve our aim, which is, to 
have every girl in our department learn, in addition to practical skills, 
how to live better within herself, her home, her school, and her com- 
munity. 
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MUSIC DEPARTMENT

a concert at each of the three schools last spring and each auditorium 
was filled beyond our expectations. The three programs drew many 
favorable comments from parents and townspeople but, best of all, the 
students themselves enjoyed participating. 


It is very rewarding to observe the results of our efforts last year 
in music reading. The vocal program in the elementary grades shows 
real progress in that field. 


In the instrumental program we have much to report. The Millis 
All-School Orchestra played at the Norfolk County Teachers’ Conven- 
tion in October and will be playing at all holiday assemblies at the 
high school. 


Two members of the orchestra auditioned for the Centra] District 
Orchestra which is sponsored by the Massachusetts Educators Associa- 
tion and were selected to take part in the concert in Northboro on 
December 8, 1962.

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ART DEPARTMENT 


Russell T. Gilfoy, Supervisor 


In 1962, the Art Department was developed further to offer the 
stucents participating in the program a larger variety of learning ex- 
periences. The previous year was chiefly a time of reconstruction of 
the former department, so that introducing of new methods of teaching 
and acquainting students with the new system preceded breadth in 
learning experiences as a goal in the program. This, with the first 
problems pretty well behind us, the Art Department was able to offer 
a wider range of interesting new media and methods. 


In the Junior High program, students worked for the first time in 
ceramics. Starting from the raw clay, each Junior High student ex- 
plored the whole process of building a pottery dish. From the first 
rough form in the wet clay the student developed his idea, first per- 
mitting the clay to harden, then sanding the dry form to eliminate any 
roughness of surface. These steps were only preliminaries to later work. 
The ceramic piece would be fired once, let stand to cool, painted with 
underglaze for color, painted with overglaze for luster, and finally 
fired for the last time to produce the finished product. 


Ceramics, though a lengthy block of work, gave way to another 
area of work in Art later in 1962. Students in the whole Junior High 
Participated in making scenery for the Spring Music Festival. Four 
large murals were completed for the combined Music-Art program. 
Each class worked on a six foot by thirteen foot panel. Since the Music 
Program was to trace the development of American music, the classes 
broke history down into eras. One group worked on a Revolutionary 
backdrop, with views of old Boston and Mt. Vernon. These two side 
pictures framed a larger central one of a lady and gentleman dancing 
a current dance. Other classes did backgrounds of the following: Civil 
War music, consisting of a marching band near a southern plantation; 
Roaring Twenties music with scenes of Chicago; and Modern times, 
depicting Broadway shows and the newest dance crazes, contemporary 
with our latest achievements in space. Integration of Art with home 
economics also gave Junior High students greater variety in the regular 
Art program. 


The Senior High Art program afforded the more specialized stu- 
dents many opportunities to express their own ideas in many areas. 
Mosaics, weaving, ceramics, blockprinting, all gave breadth to the more 
student centered program. Each student, given an opportunity to find 
an idea that showed off his or her best ability, was allowed to further 
the pursuit of that one skill. One student, who found especial ability 
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in blockprinting, later volunteered to print a set of program covers for 


‘a school function. 

Others, with special drawing ability, were asked to decorate the 
main bulletin boards in the front corridor. This task was carried out 
seasonally. In this way individual interests were allowed to be de- 
veloped further than in a normal academic program. 


The two programs running side by side, as they did, helped each 
other. For Junior High art, it was possible to use Senior pieces of work 
for demonstration purposes to clarify new art techniques. And from 
time to time individual Junior High students were able to do appren- 
tice work with Senior High students in after-school activities. 


The elementary art program also developed more in 1962. Students 
at all levels received instruction in drawing, watercolor, tempera paint- 
ing, etc. The introduction of some new materials added to the interest 
in many lessons at various levels. Metallic paper was used extensively 
in the sixth grades. Yarn and cotton, to be used for decoration of pup- 
pets came in to play in the second and third grades. Paper mache made 
a perfect material for puppet heads for all the fourth grades. Of course 
mural work added to these other experiences. Murals for back drops 
in school plays made clear use of the art program as a supplement to 
social studies and science. 


CAFETERIAS

In the three Millis school cafeterias, over 600 meals are served 


each day. These lunches each contain two ounces of protein rich food 
three-fourths cup serving of raw or

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turkeys, ground beef and a variety of canned fruits and vegetables. 


From October 14-20 the Millis schools participated in the observ- 
ance of National School Lunch Week. To focus attention on the pro- 
grem the same menu was served in many schools throughout the state. 
The role of the school lunch program is building a stronger America 
through its youth received publicity both locally and throughout the 
nation. 


REPORT ON BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION

Physical Education is an integral part of the total eduactional 
program. The aim of Physical Education, like the aim of education, 
is to provide for the physical, social-emotional and intellectual de- 
velopment of all students. 


In physical education, the physical development of a student is 
provided through a series of activities which develop the fitness, 
strength, speed, coordination, and vitality of every student. While 
developing physical fitness the concept of total fitness is kept in mind. 
Activities are included in the program which place the student in 
situations calling for competition and cooperation and as a result help 
in developing the emotional and social aims of education. The intel- 
lectual phase is developed through the studying of history of various 
activities, and through the learning of rules, strategy, scoring, and 
officiating of the activities. This increased knowledge will lead to a 
better understanding and appreciation of the activity both as a partici-_ 
pant or as a spectator. 


In the Junior-Senior High School the students participate in 
two periods a week. In the program the student is placed in three 
types of competitive situations — against himself, against others, and 
against standards. On the junior high level the goal is to develop 
fitness to the degree necessary for participation in the various activities 
contained in the program. On the senior high school leve] the emphasis 
is on acquiring new skills and improving the old. 


The junior high intramural basketball program which was run 
during the winter months had a large number of participants. An all- 
star team from this league, under the direction of Mr. LaVerne Breault, 
was undefeated on the interscholastic level. 
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REPORT OF GIRLS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION

The objectives of this department are to develop a state of physical 
well-being, to help girls coordinate actions and move gracefully, and 
to teach some of the recreational skills for future use. 


The following activities to be taught this year lend themselves to 
these objectives: Field hockey and soccer, basketball, drill, free exer- 
cise, stunts and tumbling, apparatus, dance, track and field, softball, 
tennis, and recreational skills. 


Although more emphasis is placed on physical development, the 
building of such things as character, sportsmanship, and leadership is 
not neglected.

At the present time Millis teams are entered in four leagues. The 
baseball team plays in the Tri-County League with a schedule of 
thirteen games. While baseball does not enjoy the popularity it did 
some years ago, it continues to attract a considerable number of boys. 


The boys’ basketball team plays in the Tri-County League and 
the girls’ basketball team plays in the Twin-County Girls’ League. The 
boys’ schedule opens in early December and plays through sixteen 
games.

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MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 


Jacob J. Zalvan, M.D., Director 


This year we have examined over 700 pupils of the Millis school 
system. These include the entire student body of the Junior-Senior 
High School and the alternate grades of the Elementary School. To 
this number must be added more than 1C) Kindergarten pupils. 


The number of students found to have no physical defects remains 
about 35%. However, it is noted that the common defects — nutrition, 
teeth, posture, feet — are found more often in the Junior-Senior High 
School. The elementary grades have a dental program that helps tre- 
mendously in the protection of the teeth of the younger pupils; there 
is no school] dental program for the older students in the Junior-Senior 
High School, and the difference is very obvious. A good physical 
fitness program under the jurisdiction of the Phys-Ed Department 
would help to reduce the number of defects listed under posture, feet 
(flat feet aggravated by improper shoes), and nutrition (obesity was 
found in about 15% of those examined). It must be remembered that 
a healthy individual is not necessarily physically fit. 


The Board of Health and the Millis Visiting Nurse Association 
again sponsored the annual immunization clinics for diphtheria, 
tetanus and whooping cough. This year booster injections for diph- 
theria and tetanus were offered in the Junior-Senior High School and 
almost 100% availed themselves of this opportunity. The school per- 
sonnel — and also all other town employees — were administered flu 
vaccine in face of the threatened epidemic. Polio vaccine, both inject- 
able and oral, was given to hundreds of children and adults. The 
Board of Health is to be especially commended for its foresight and 
cooperation in these clinics. 


The alertness of the faculty, with the assistance of the Medical 
Department, kept contagion out of the schools. The cafeterias continue 
their excellent program of feeding the school population, and this has 
really become a major undertaking. The Greater Framingham Mental 
Health Association continues its invaluable help with problem children 
in the school system as well as in the Well-Child Conferences for pre- 
school children. Fortunately, our athletic program gave us no serious 
casualties. At this time, too, we would like to remind the parents of 
the excellent insurance program offered by the School Department to 
cover any mishaps that might befall the school child during the 
school day.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
Myrtle A. Coldwell, R.N. 


A nurse in the school has a responsibility to all children and per- 
sonnel in the school system. She must plan for, and carry through, 
all screening and immunization programs for their benefit. She must 
be alert to the signs of illness and know when the checking of one 
child is enough, and when it is necessary to check a group of them. 
She must also be alert to areas which might prove to be dangerous to 
pupils and personne! alike, and report them to the proper person for 
correction. She must be ready to assist any ill or injured child, until 
such time as arrangements can be made for a parent, or person desig- 
nated by the parent, to assume care. This last area is a very important 
one, as nurse, teacher, or principal! cannot long remain with the child, 
who, if feeling ill enough to be out of class, should be at home. 


My report reviews some of the major programs conducted at school 
and in the community for the benefit of our school children the school 
personnel, and the families of Millis, through the joint cooperation of 


the Visiting Nurse Association, School Department, and Board of 
Health.

2. Vision and hearing screening tests. The School Department 


is grateful to the Millis Lions Club for the donation of a Titmus Eye

done on Grade 11 pupils. 
4. Frequent teacher-nurse conferences were held with Dr. Cohen, 


Reine Psychologist from the Greater Framingham Mental Health 
enter, to assist us in working with certain children.

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5. Immunization programs offered in the school were: Salk 
Waecine for all children above Grade 1 and school personnel; Diph- 
theria and Tetanus “boosters” for all Junior-Senior High School chil- 
dren; “Flu” vaccine for schoo] personnel; and Sabin Oral Vaccine for 
preschool, Kindergarten and Grade 1 (Types I and III). Plans are 
underway to do all the school children. 


6. Dental Clinies are conducted yearly for the lower grades. 


Anyone interested in the figures for these clinics and program 
will find them in the Visiting Nurse Association report inserted in the 
town report. 


This fall Mr. Vincent Brimley, District Sanitarian for the Massa- 
chusetits Department of Public Health, visited our schools, observed 
the lunch programs and commended the workers for the fine job they 
are doing. In the afternoon he discussed many food handling programs 
of mass feeding and offered helpful suggestions to the group. 


This fall a Specia] Class was opened in the Millis Schools for those 
children in need of this type of education. To me, the “Special Class” 
is, and will be, a wonderful learning experience. It is my hope that 
having them with us daily will assist all of us to gain a knowledge 
which will prove helpful in working with these children, and other 
children we might encounter. It offers the school personnel an oppor- 
tunity to teach the other boys and girls who contact them about children 
with special handicaps and to help them be a little kinder, a little more 
thoughtful of others, and in the long run to make them better citizens 
for having known someone who needed their assistance and friendship. 


As I complete another year in the service of the families of Millis, 
may I again express my thanks to the Directors of the Millis Visiting 
Nurse Association, the School Department, various Town Departments, 
and club groups without whom these programs could not have been 
carried out, and especially to Mrs. Brodeur, my most able and willing 
assistant. 


May all of us together, continue to work for the families of our 
community. 
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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DENTIST 
Herman L. Brown, D.M.D. 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics — thirty-four in all — BE 


were held this year for the period extending from January to June, 
and from September through December, 1962. After dental examina- 
tions, notices were sent home stating the corrective treatment needed, 
and many parents elected to have this work done at the School Clinics. 
In all 155 children were x-rayed. Treatment consisted of 142 silver 
fillings in temporary teeth, 132 silver fillings in permanent teeth, 12 
porcelain fillings and 88 cleanings. 


I again wish to emphasize that we can examine each child only 
once during the school year, but such examinations are necessary two 
or three times each year. Only in this way can the standards of dental 
health be maintained on a high level.
